SAY ITALIANS VIOLATE 


PRINCIPLES OF ALLIES

Washington,

12.^—The • Jugo- 
slav national council at Zagreb, acting 
as the provisional government for all 
.Tngo-Slav territory formerly incorpor- 
ated in the Austro-HungarJart empire, 
has submitted" a protest to the allied 
governments against Italian administra- 
tion in the occupied territories of Dal- 
matia, Istria and Gorizia, according to 
a dispatch today by the J use-Slav press 
bereau here. 
The message declares 
that the Italian administration "is con- 
trary, not only to the armistice terms, 
but to human conception as regards the^ 
treatment of a people distinctively pro- 
ally and struggling through-the whole 
war for the allied cause." 


In its representation to the allies the 
Zagreb government, the dispatch says, 
called attention to the grave results of 
Italian 
administration 
in 
Jugo-Slav 


lands. The protest alleges that in all 
parts of Dalmatia occupied by Italian 
forces, food is distributed only -to those 
who sign a declaration adhering to the' 
annexation of-Dalmatia to Italy. The 
Jugo-Slav government 
further claims 
that in Gorizia where there is a food 
shortage, no food is being imported by 
the Italians who. the Jugo-Slavs allege, 
are forcibly requisitioning food for the 
army occupation. 


Other subjects of protests, the dis- 


patch says, include alleged deposing'of 
local Jugo-Slav 
officials and the ap- 
pointing of Italian 
officials, 
alleged 


tearing down by Italian military forces 
of Serbian, Croatian and Sloven flags, 
alleged internment as 'prisoners of war 
toy the Italians of the male population 
between 24 and 50 years in the occupied 
provinces, and alleged interment by the 
commandant of the Italian army of 
occupation of a representative of the 
Jugo-Slav government scut to Gorizia 
to enter a•• protest.

Roads near the batjlefront in France- 
are. treacheroois .places over which to 
drag artiilerv. .according to a letter re- 
ceiveSL' hv 51"''. AJ Bounds from 
his 


nephew, George A. Goyle, who is with 
the 324th field'- artillery. Coyle's letter. 
written October 2S, at 3 o'clock in the 
morning, states- that his battery has been 
in a number of big battles and many 
sinalleivpnes, and : that the division with 
which, his. unit is fighting has captured 
a , large .number of prisoners. 
"They 
ace a sorry loplcing lot," he says. "Some 
of them, hav.e no. shoes nor sox." Parts 
of his letter flolow: 


'I.-am-'o"..'k. and ne%rer felt better in 


my life. We have been having a mix 
rare of weather for the last couple of 
weeks now. It rained for about a week 
without stopping, and now it is fine 
again. When it starts to rain here It- 
forgets tp stop and the mud gets about 
knee-deep everywhere. 
'At last we are on the job and are 
giving Fritzy thunder. I have been in 
some good big battles and also lots of 
small ones, and in the end we -put 
them on the run and have to move up. 
Moving up is the largest job we have. 
sure is lots of work to move the guns 
around in -the mud and slush. It would 
not he so bad if the roads were in good 
shape, but .they are like the rest of the 
fronts-ail shot tOHPieces. They are al- 
ways 'ifixing' them up but cannot keep 
up with^: the others as there is so much 
work to do on- them. 
"It sure is great sport to start out at 
night on a hike over a road full of 
shell-holes, if you do not look .-where 
you are. going you will find yourself 
in one .of .them. 
., , 
"This "is -some noisy place up '.here, 


too. 
All.- you, hear, is shooting all the 


time. > Our guns are never quiet very 
long at- a. "time, -but are busy night and 
day sending .over shells at our friends 
on-the other 'side. . We have taken a few 
thousand .prisoners, too. and .'they sure 
are ,jpne. tough-looking outfit. .They do 
not ,k>ok .as' though they have had- a, 
square -meal In a year, ami are very 
poorly dressed.
